EXCERPTS OF WAR MES. 
SAGE. 


The war message of President 
Wilson delivered before the two 
houses* of Congress on April 2, 
1917, with annotation giving the 
leading facts on which the rup- 
ture with.Germany was develop- 
ed, the issues in international 
law, and contrasting the spirit of 
Prussianism and Americanisin, 
has been published by the com- 
mittee on Public Information in 
Washington. 

It is a document of gregt in- 
terest to Americans and especial- 
ly to purchasers of Liberty Bonds 
who are financing the govern- 
ment in maintaining these things 
which the messag¢d shows tv be 
right and just and in fighting to 
the end against those things 
which it denounces. 

The message is accompanied by 
a foreword which gives the rea- 
sons for the publication and ex- 
presses the hope that it may 
make clearer the spirit and the 
facts back of the decision made 
by the government and people of 
America. 

The annotations to the message 
are valuable in giving full de- 
tails of matters and things which 

were only briefly referred to in 
the document. itself. 
figures are set out in detail and 
constitute illuminating commen- 
tary on this one of the greatest 
public documents in the history 
of the world. 

Americanism and Prussianism 
are contrasted by comparing the 
following expressions of national 
ideals: 

“The foundations of our na- 
tional policy will be laid in the 
pure and immutable principles of 
private morality. There exists in 
the course of nature an indissol- 
nble union between virtue and 
happiness, between duty and ad- 
yantage, between honest policy 
and public felicity, and the pro- 
pitious smiles of heaven can 
never be expected on a union or 
government that disregards the 
eternal rules of order any right, 
which heaven itself has ordain- 
ed.’’—George Washington's First 
Inaugural Address.
